Jt may not consist-
ently be claiimed that actuisl bedt can cross
the void space so coud, or that aetunl light
penetrites such uiter darkness.

facts the little ive lens of Metius gives cos-
mical results not equaled by its contem-
pirancous and more pretentious rival, the
telescope.  The comparison carried Tavther
iswot more favorsnble to the telescope. The
astronomers of Mount Hamilton tell us as
a result of the operations of the new in-
sirument: ‘There is no ohbject in tha
heavens which we must not observe as ir
viewed for the first time.

Sax Axtoxio, Tex,, Oct. 9.—-D. P. New-
comer, a United States immigrant in-
spector, has just roturned from a visit to
Meoxivo. He states that
he heurd many reports during his stay
down on the border concerning the eondi-
tion of affairs in the northern part of Mex-
ico.  That there is great destitution smong
the lower classes of Mexicans in the States
of Chiluahua and Durango, there can
b no  doubr There  are about
i} pecple secking employmoent
on  the railroad extension  between
Torreon and Durango. These men snd
thelr famiil e hallf starved and in utter
want. The r ! contractors and con-
struction bosses ve bard work in stunding
off the hungry horde. Those who have been
given work receive from 25 to 35 cents in
Mexican mouney rer day. There are hun-
dreds of the unfortunates who subsist én-
tireiy on the mauguay plant, The drouth
has, bowever, been brokey, and there are
indications of better times.
